2. Since the facts of the application of its rule by the Department of 
State appeared to be keyed to the original consideration on this propesa:, 
detailed consultations have been held with Depaxtment officiale. We have 
learned that the Departinent enforces this rule quite etrictly for ite 
persosnel, — For example, in the 1S~-month period between | Jenuary 1968 
and 31 March 1969, anly 15 exceptions were approved for officer pereamel, 
1200 of whom were eathmated to have been reassigned to Washington. (The 
exceptions breakdawn: 6 to permit recuperation from iiness; 3 where the 
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officer had no opportunity fo use enamel Leave Ot Last Dost; 1 10T DALLA FEREBES 

for whom so assignment wes immediately evalleble; | to obviate awkward over~ 

lap where position still flied on arrival of returnec; i where officer called in

3. Further, CIA alane of agencies granting home leave under the 
avthority of the Covernment-wiie Overseas Differentials and Allowances Act 
allows home leave is excesa of 15 days to be taken by pervound! returning to 
a Neackpartere sesignment.

Within the Agency it is worth remarking thet the Persone! Advisory Board 
agreed that the 1$-day rule should be edopted by the Agency, although ite 
recammendations were not acted upon due te the SAO chaBenge to the 


Depertnent and, subsequently, due to the creation of the Admints 
Axthorities Commitee. 


4, lt is our belief thet our “60-day cule" ie comrary to Congressional 
intent in defining heme leave and te Comptrailer General Cpinions. § is also 
cut of line with the Lepastuent of State's practice of strictly Limiting exceptions 
to its huaic iS-day rule. 


5. We would propose te amend the present regulations ac attached.
